Are there any real com 
pensations for the loss of those oppor 
tunnies of culture and development 
which are supposed to be peculiar to 
city life? 
Has the boy raised on th* 
farm no substantial consolations? Doe 
he enjoy no special and exclusive op 
portunities which do not fail to the lot 
of the city boy? 
This is the subject 
which 
has held the attention of the 
group 
of 
distinguished contributors 
whose views, prepared especially for 
the Christian Herald, are given below': 
He Faces Real Life. 
David 8tarr Jordan, President of Le­ 
land Stanford, Jr., University, Palo 
Alto, Cal. 
Tho first advantage of 
a country 
boy is that he has grown up face to 
face with realities, and knows that 
there ore such things and how to mas 
ter them. 
I value no part of my own 
education more 
than jvhat I learned 
on a farm. Not that I want to do any 
of those things now, but that the habit 
of meeting things squarely and doing 
them was a vital part of my education. 
The horizon of the farm is narrow, 
but that Is good for the boy. 
It leads 
him to see clearly. To get face to face 
wit!* nature and action is the purpose 
of tho “nature study" and “manual 
training" which in the city schools im­ 
perfectly take the place of farm life 
and farm work.
